Writtve in these columns exactly 
a year ago, we said confidently. that 
the outlook for the new century in 
China was brighter. The news had 
just arrived that the Emperor bad 
jsaued a decree accepting the terms 
offered by the Allies, although 80 
acute, but pessimistic, a publicist as 
Mr. A.J. Wilson of the “Investors’ 
Review” had pronounced the more 
onerous of these terms “as deli- 
perately inserted with a view to 
prevent peace.” We proposed last 
year a competition in prophecy, the 
subject being a forecast of the 
situation as regards the Chinese 
Government and the Allies to-day. 
No competitor fu'filled the condi- 
tions we proposed, and there is 
consequently’ no award, and it is 
doubtiul if anyone would’ have fore- 
casted the situation to-day as it 
aciuaily is. We have still such a 
shallow acquaintance with the work- , 
ing of he Chinese mind—for while 
there are superficial resemblances, 
there are also so inany fund‘mental 
differences from the operations of the 
Western mind—that the vanity of 
prophecy is nowhere more certain 
than in China, Some foreigners were 
sure there would be another anti- 
foreign disturbance this year, and 
fas a fact everything is quiet and 
the Chinese generally regard the 
Boxer ontbreak as a fit of unac- 
countable maduess which. should be 
forgotten as soon as possible. ‘The 
majority of us thought that the 
Court would never return to Peking, 
with a foreign fortress erected there, 
the Peiho forts razed, and the com- 
munication between Peking and the 
sea guarded by foreizn troops; and 
the Court is undoubtedly returning. 
Some of us held that the’ Empress 
Dowager’s rule was so discredited by 
last year’s events that she would be 
obliged to resign the reins of power; 
and she is stronger and more popular 
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than ever, the Emperor only preced- 
ing her on her progress to Peking in 
order that he may be ready to kneel 
before her at the gate of every city 
she enters, Many writers at home 
regarded the terms of pence us s0 
onerous that they would redouble the 
hatred of foreigners in the minds of 
Chinese, but no such result is dis- 
cernible by us on the spot; the Chi- 
nese who think about the matrer at 
all rather seem to consider that the 
people in the north indulged in a 
wild dance last year and must now 
justly be culled on to pay the piper. 
‘That there will emerge from the 
troubles of 1900 rapid extension of 
foreign trade und foreign influence 
in China generally scems certain, 
The horizon is clearer all round than 
it often is at the close of a twelve- 
month, and there is every reason for 
us to hopefully wish forall our friends

THE WAR IN SOUTH A*RIOA. 


A BATCH OF SKIRMISHES. 
London vid Bombay, 24th December. 

Lord Kitchener reports that while 
two hundred of Spens’ troops were 
searching furms ut Beginderlyn in 
the ‘Transvanl in parties, a portion 
of them were overwhelused by three 
hundred Boers. The casualties were 
severe, A 

Colonel Damant was dangerously 
wounded in a fight at Tafelkop in 
Orange River Culony on the 20th 
instant. Two officers and twenty men 
were killed, and four officers and 
seventeen men wounded. Col.nel 
Rimington arrived and pursued the 
enemy, who lef six dead and admit 
bury-ng uwenty-seven. 

Commandant Muller attacked 
Colone! Park in the Colstroom dis- 
trict, and was repulsed leaving eight 
killed and three wounded. ur 
casualties were thirty-one, six officers 
being wounded. 

Commandint De Wet with eight 
hundred men attacked C..lonel Dart- 
nell for several hours in the Be:hle- 
hem district, The Boe's charged 









within 150 yards of our men, and 
were repulsed with the loss ef twenty 
men. Our loss was thirteen. 

Colonel Mackenzie attacked a Boer 
lsager in the Carolina district at 
dawn on the 19th instant, killing six 
Boers and capturing sixteen.— 
Reuter. 

25th December. 

Colonels Colenbrander and Steele 
surprised two laagers in the Pieters- 
burg district, capturing sixty-two; 
and thirty-two Boers respectively.— 
Reuter. 

26th December. 


Colone! Damant’s casualties on the 
20th instant at Tafelkop were three 
officers and twenty-nine men killed, 
five officers and thirty-five men 
wounded.—Reuter. 

27th December. 

A dispatch from Lord Kitchener 
from Johannesburg says that General 
Rundle reports that Colonel Firman’s 
camp at Tweefontein was successfully 
rushed by a considerable force of 
Boers under De Wet. It is feared 
that the casualties were heavy. 

The column consisted of four com- 
panies of Yeomanry and two guns, 
posrding the head of the blockhouse 
me from Harrismith to Bethlehem. 

The Imperial Light Horse have 
gone in pursuit of the Boers— 
Reuter. 


29th December. 

The casualties at Tweefontein 
were six officers killed and eight 
wounded, and fifty-two men killed ; 
the list of wounded men has not yet 
been received. Half a column were 
taken prisoners. 

There was no panic; all did their 
best, but the Boers were too strong. 
The Boers removed two waggon- | 
loads of their dead and wounded. 

Kitchener's constabulary made a 
successful capture of the waggons 
and prisoners near Bothaville. 

The losses to Colonel Spens’ force 
in the affair reported in the telegram 
of the 24th inst. (which appeared in 
our issue of the 27th) were ton 
killed and fifteen wounded. 

Colonel Chapman, the hero of the 
defence of Itala, has dispersed a Boer 
laager at Babanango, and captured a 

juantity of stock and prisoners.—

THR MANCHURIAN 
OONVENTION. 
Peking, 26th December, 


The | Peace — Plenipotentiaries, 
Prince Ching and Wang Wén-shao, 


have sent an official note to M. 
Lessar, Russan Minister, pointing 


out that there are four clauses in the 
convention which the 


as follows :— 

1.—It isan infringement onChina’s 
sovereignty to require that the train- 
ing of Chinese troops in Manchuria 
shall be placed entirely in the hands 
of Russian officers, no other Power 
being allowed to interfere. This 
must be modified. And China can- 
not agree to the strength of the 
Chinese garrison in Manchuria being 
limited, or to the prohibition of a 
Chinese commander being appointed 
to the garrison. 

2.—Three years is too long a term 
for the evacuation of Manchuria by 
the Russian troops. The date of 
evacuation must be advanced. 

3.—China objects to the provisions 
that mines shall not be opened by 
her in Manchuria except jointly with 
Russia : and that no other foreigners 
except Russians shall be allowed to 
invest capital in mines in Manchuria; 
and that China must in future pro- 
cure the consent of Russia before 
opening mines. These provisions 
must be modified. 

4.—The provisions in reference to 
the return of the Newchwang-Shan- 

ikuan railway to China :— 
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(a) That in the matter of opening 
branch lines, China shall consult 
with the Russian Government ; 

(b) That only Russian capital shall 
be employed in the construction of 
such lines, which shall only be opened 
jointly with Russia :-— 

will cause future trouble with 
other Powers, and these provisions 
must be erased from the Convention. 

‘As the above four poinrs are of 
great importance, the  Plenipoten- 
fiaries have explained the matter in 
deta'l, an'l as ‘0 the other provi 
of the Convention, they will bi 
course returned for such modification 
as may be necessary. Meanwhile, 
the Plenipotentiaries beg the Russian 
Minister to rep'y on the above four 
points.—Owr correspondent.

Mr. B. Palamountain, a Helstonian. 
who held a distinguished position for 
between 40 and 50 yoxrs in tho service of 
the Celestial Empire, died a few days ago 
at Penzance, and was’ buried on Monday, 
in Helston cemetery. A printer by trade, 
he learnt the business with Mr. Carlyon, 
in Heneage-street, Helston, in which town 
he was born in 1829, his father, Mr. Isaac 
Palamountain, carrying on the business of 
smith near the inonument. Shortly after 
Mr. Palamountain had served his appren- 
ticeship he obtained employment as ® 
journeyman with Eyre and Spottiswoode, 
London, the Queen's printers. After the 
termination of the Chinese war, 1856-7, he 
abtained an appointment under the Chi 
nese Government in the printing and 
stamp department. Being a smart and 
energetic young man, he attracted the 
attention of Sir Robert Hart, Chief Direc 
tor of the Chinese Customs, xnd at the 
first opportunity he transferred Mr. 
Palamountain to the Customs, and it was 
not long before he was promoted to 
be Inspector-General of Statistics in the 
same department, Sir Robert having proved 
‘him to be an intelligent and reliable officer. 
Through the recommendation of Sir Robert 
Hart, the Chinese Gorernment made him a

be completed very early in the spring, and 
tho other » littlo later, say during tho 
summer) of exactly tho same size, ‘dimen 
sions and all particulars as two ships we 
have contracted for with the New York 
Shipbuilding Company of Camden. The 
cost of the English-built ship, as near ae 
possible (we having completed two of ex- 
actly the same size, dimensions and speed) 
will be about 292,000 pounds ($1,419,120). 
‘The same identical ship built at the works 
of the New York Shipbuilding Company 
will cost us a little over 380,000 pounds 
($1,846,800). 

In addition to this we are building two 
steamers with the New York Shipbuilding 
Company, of smaller dimensions, for which 
we have '# contract, at 150,000 pounds 
each ($729,000). Also two ships of exactly 
the same dimensions, with the Maryland 
Steel Company, Sparrow's Point , for 
150.000 pounds each ($729.000). We have 
two ships of identically the same detail, 
delivered to us in the last twelve months, 
built by Messrs. Harland and Wolf, Bel- 
fast. one of which cost me 110,000 pounds 
($534,600) and the other 100,000 pounds 
($486,000).

Ir is quite possible in these 
degenerate days that many otherwise 
respectably educated persons have 
only a vague idea thata “Shibboleth” 
is a sort of test. word, but could not 
for their lives give chapter and verse 
for its origin. Bible reading, bible 
instruction, and bible classes are 
not what they were, and perhaps it 
may be excusable if a good many 
of the younger adult generation plead 
ignorance of the deed of sanguinary 
retribution which in the days of; 
the Judges played such havoc with 
the Ephraimites who pronounced 
Shibboleth “Sibboleth” Fewer still 
knovy of another historical Shibboleth, 
the ciceri (dried peas) of the Sicilian 
Vespers, which according to its 
Italian or French pronunciation saved 
or forfeited a life; or of one less 
known in our own history, the 
words “Chichester Church” which 
with a hard or a soft “Ch” dis- 
tinguished Saxon from Dane. 

‘uckily we have not to deal, io 
considering local shibboleths, with 
such sanguinary tests as these, 
neither do we wish to look into the 
ecclesiastical pass-words which per- 
haps still exist, though with less 
startling results than the celebrated 
Filioque difference of the early 
Christian ages. We merely desire 
to impress upon those of our readers 
who are still griffins a few of the 
things they have to acquire before 
they can consider themselves to have 
attained the high honour of being 
real Shanghailanders. 

The word “Griffin” which has just 
been used is one of the large collec- 
tion of Far Eastern argot which 
has become part and parcel of our 
daily talk. Possibly a horsey new- 
comer learns the word the morning 
after his arcival, and applying it 
quite correctly to pony which has 
yet to make his début in a race, little 
thinks that he’s a griffin himself, 
Anglicé, a green hand, a freshman, a 
tenderfoot, a new chum, or any other 
of the Anglo-American- Australasian- 
South African epithets employed to 
describe one who locally does not yet 
“know the ropes.” 

During the day he probably hears 
his chief referred to as the “taipan,” 
which literally is the “great manager,” 
atitle borrowed from the Chinese, 
who are especially fond of using the 
word “great” as an honorific. And 
it is not long before he gets quite 
familiar with “chow-chow,” and 
 chop-chop ;” “ maskee "thas curse 
of Far Cathay—comes all too soon 
Giles says the word is derived “ possi 
bly from the Portuguese disjunctive 
mas” We cannot attempt to decide 
so knotty a point, but that its practice 











has attached itself to the race with 
the natural resulsis all to apparent. 
“Maskee,” never mind, no matter. 
Nothing watters.to the lotos-eater! 

When the griffin extends his circle 
of acquaintance amongst the real 
Shanghailanders he will at first be 
astonished to find what a number of 
nice girls there are who are all known 
as “Maimee,” (notwithstanding the 
fact that godfathers and godmothers 
are innocent thereof), and how many 
brothers they have who rejoice in the 
pre-nomen “Dede.” ‘These are 
veritable Shibboleths, and the new 
comer must hasten to learn what such 
euphonious appelatives stand for so 
that he may the sooner get out of 
his own griffinhood, The explanation 
is simple. Maimee, or Mamey as it 
is sometimes spelt, is merely “little 
sister” in Chinese and in fact consists 
of one character twice repeated. 
Similarly Deede is the younger 
brother. When there are several 
boys in a family, each afer the first 
has been Deede in turn, the title 
generally sticking like a bur to the 
last. 

By this time our freshman will 
have found that the Shanghai Shib- 
boleths are by no means racially 
or linguistically pure. Some of them 
are Chinese, some English, some 
French, some Portuguese, and so on. 
All are mispronounced efforts at 
something which the uneducated 


native or foreign tongue found it 


difficult to compass. The “ pidgin” 
into which each new-comer has to be 
initiated is merely his business. 
There are many kinds of pidgin, 
from proper pidgin through all 
the grades of “foolo pidgin” 
to “Joss-pidgin.” “Joss” is honoured 
by having a classical origin, Theos, 
Deus, Deos, Joss. Greek, Latin, 
Portuguese, Pidgin English. Facilis 
descensus! There is quite a family 
of “Joss” expressions. The Joss 
himself is an idol such as one sees in 
‘a Buddhist temple. Burning before 
him there may be joss-sticks and 
joss-paper, while joss-men_ (priests) 
enter the joss-house to perform joss- 
pidgin, ie. the rites and ceremonies 
of their ritual. 

Very early in his career the griffin 
makes friends with the compradore, 
and it is only in fiction that people 
of more than a week’s experience 
speak to him or of him as the 
“cuspidore,” or he might resent 
it, “cuspidore” coming from a 
Portuguese word meaning “to spit.” 
If he wishes to pass rapidly into the 
ranks of the initiated, our griffin will 
speedily learn all the characteristic 


nuances of the “cumsbavy,” a peculiar |

tion. It would not do t» confuse this 
with a term equally common in the 
south—“cumqnat,” for though one 
may have a cumshaw of cumquats, 
a cumquat of cumshaws is an ab- 
surdity, the cumquat being literally 





a.“ golden orange,” while a cumshaw 


is a present of any value from a five 
cash fan to a bribe of thousands of 
taels, And these very taels would 
perhaps take the form of.“ sycee,” 
literalty “ fine silk.” 

‘Some ask me what the cause may be 

‘That Chinese silver's called sycee ; 

‘Tis probable they call it 60 

Because they sigh to see it go. 

Gnas. 

Were they dollars they might need 
 shroffing,” an operation which none 
can long remain in ignorance of. 
“Shroff,” which is said to be from an 
Arabic word for “banker,” has be- 
come classical, and may be found 
“without italics or quotation marks in 
Arnold’s “Light of Asia.” Fortunate- 
ly for Shanghai, the dollars used are 
“clean,” as distinguished from the 
“chopped” dollars of Hongkong 
which, with Chinese “cash,” may well 
bs called, as they have been called, 
«filthy lucre.” 

Out local shibboleths include three 
“sams” which need careful discrim- 
ination.‘ It is easy to get too much 
“gamshoo,” difficult to get enough 
“gamli,” and in very stormy weather 
oceasionably impossible to find a 
“gampan.” The first is an ardent 
spirit, the second an excellent fisb, 
the third the (literally) “three planks” 
which form our ferry boats. 

Such are a few of the terms which, 
during our long years of intercourse, 
having grown into household words 
are fluent'y used by the Chinese, 
and are thus imperative upon our- 
se'ves. No one would claim for 
pidgin-English great delicacy of 
thought or much grace of expression, 
but when it is remembered that 
many millions of taels change hands 
under agreements made by its use, 
when the most complex legal docu- 
ments are explainable by its simple 
phrases, and when its acquirement 
by the natives seems tenfold’ more 
easy than the learning of good 
English, it cannot be denied that the 
Shanghai Shibboleths as a whole 
have justified their existence. 





THE CHINESE 
INDEMNITY. 
| 27th December. 
|. A TREATY of peace was concluded 
| Inst September between China and 
the Powers. The document is indeed 
described by the signatories as a 
Protocol, but as the word “final” is 
added, we may take it for granted 
that Protocol is here used in the 
| Continental sense of a convention, 
| or treaty, for which no formal ratifi- 
\ cation is required. It may therefore 
be considered as complete in it-elf 
and its conditions final. . 
The more immediately important 
of these conditions would appear 
to be that by which China under- 
takes to pay the Powers an indemnity 
of 450 million Haikuan taels. This, 
unfortunately for China, by no means 
represents the full measure of her 
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indebtedness. For it is further 
stipulated that the indemnity shall 
form a debt in gold of £67,500,000 
(exchange being caloua ed’ at the 
rate of three shillings pr Haiknan 
tael) bearing interest at four per 
cent per annum, As exchange 
has fallen six per cent since 
the above rate was fixed, it is clear 
that China’s debt is increased to a 
corresponding extent. The amount 
due in gold is no lonzer represented 
by the equivalent originally contem- 
lated of 450 million taels in silver. 
t is, of course, equally possible that 
arise in exchange may occur which 
would diminish the silver burden, so 
that less than 450 million taels would 
be required to liquidate the debt in 
gold. Equally possible, be it noted, 
not equally probable. For a foreign 
debt means an increased demand for 
bills on Europe in order to provide 
for payment of interest and principal. 
Competition enables sellers to de- 
mand more for their bills. Where 
formerly seven taels was asked for 
one pound sterling, they now demand 
seven and a-half, so that, instead 
of thirty-six pence as formerly, a 
tael is now worth little more than 
thirty-three. In this way exchange 
is depressed and “the greater the 
debt the greater the effect in de- 
pressing exchange.” As this pto- 
position has been dignified with the 
name of an “economic law,” it may 
serve to allay undue apprehension 
if we remind our readers that 
economics is still outside the category 
of the exact sciences. The “law” 
therefore merely expresses a tendency 
which may be counteracted by the 
modifying influences of a variety of 
factors. One obvious factor, for in- 
stance, is a pussible rise in the gold 
price of silver. 

‘As regatds the mode of repayment 
it is agreed that amortisation, which 
is only a Stock Exchange term for 
redemption, shall begin on the Ist 
of January, 1903, and continue, by 
aunual payments, until 1940, when, 
unless, as is only too likely, other debts 
have been incurred in the meantime, 
China may look the whole world in 
the face, 

“ For she owes not any man.” 

A commission of Bankers, consist- 
ing of a delegate from each of the 
Powers, has been appointed to super- 
vise in Shanghai the monthly pay- 
ments from the revenues hypothe- 
cated by China es security for the 
debt. ‘These arc (a) balance of the 
Maritime Customs revenue after pay- 
ment of interest and amortisation on 
previous loans ; (b) Native Customs 
revenue; and, lastly, (c) the Salt 
Gabelle. An option is given of de- 
laying for three years payment of the 
first sixth months’ interest and, as 
has been already said, payments on ac- 
cmnt of principal do not begin until 
1903. But from next month onwards 
China has to provide in Shanghai 
for interest alone a monthly payment 








in silver asgregating about nineteen 
milion taels per annum. This is, 
of course, in addition to her 
existing obligations which amount 
roughly to about as much agsio as 
the inderanity payments, 

So much fur the indemnity, The 
question now arises, How is China 
going to pay it? It may be an- 
swered, of course, “China wiil not 
pay,” in which case there is no more 
to besaid. On the other hand, un- 
der circumstances which must at least 
have suggested repudiation, China 
has hitherto been as good as her 
bond. It would be unreasonable to 
assume that she will act otherwise 
now. Leaving then default out of 
account, how is the indemnity to be 
paid? One thing is abundantly clear, 
—the indemnity will be paid in pro- 
duce or not at all. It cannot be paid 
in silver. Asa matter of fact China 
has to import silver for her own re- 
quirements, the amount produced 
in the country being of very 
small account. "According to the 
returns of the Maritime Customs, in 
which no account is taken of the 
overland import from India, an 
annual import of some £3,000,000' 
worth of silver is required to supply 
the arts and maintain the currency 
of the country. How then is it 
possible for China to export silver in 
payment of the indemnity, and what 
becomes of the fears of a financial 
panic induced by the prospect of 
overwhelming quantities of the metal 
being suddenly dumped down on the 
Shanghai money market? But, 
then, people say, practical people 
they call themselves, that may be all 
very well in theory. We don’t know 
anything about your theories. What 
we do know is that on certain 
specified dates China has to pay in 
Shanghai large sums of money in 
actual hard silver. Quite so, but 
the fallacy ties in overlooking the 
fact that we first of all supply China 
with the silver she pays us and, what 
is more, no sooner is it paid than 
we make all haste to pay it bick 
again. The truth of this parsdox 
will be at once seen bya glance at 
the actual processes of trade. To 
take them seriatim: 

(a) The foreign banks begin by 
importing silver. 





'b) ‘The same silver passes from | 


the banks to the Chinese producer in 
exchange for tea and silk. 

(c) The same silver passes from 
the producer to the Chinese Govern- 
ment in payment of taxes. 

(a) The same silver passes from 
the Government to the banks to pro- 
vide for the service of the indemnity 
loan. 

(e) The same silver is useless 80 
long as it lies idl+ in the bankers’ 
treasuries. Accordingly they make 
all haste to pay it back to the Chinese 
in exchange for more te: and silk. 
‘And so the round is repeated over 
and over again. 





It is plain from the foregoing that 
the indemnity will be paid, can only 
be paid, in produce, and ‘hat silver 
hos nothing to do with it except to 
serve as medium of exchange. 
Theoretically, it could easi'y be shown 
that the whole 450 million trels 
might be paid by a relatively small 
quantity of silver, the actual amount 
required being dependent on, not the 
sum of the indemnity, but the effi- 
ciency of the circulation ; that is, the 
rapidity with which the same amount 
of siiver can be turned over and over 
and made to pass from hand to hand. 
It is even conceivable that silver 
might be dispensed with altogether, 
provided sufficient confidence were 
established in Chinese notes of hand. 
From which follows the corollary 
that China can only pay the indem- 
nity by increasing her exports or 
diminishing her imports, or both. 

Exports” cannot be suddenly 
increased, and no doubt there will 
be a trying period of transition 
while prices are adjusting them- 
selves) to the altered balance 
of trade, Still the only wise 
course to pursue is to eschew all pal- 
liatives in the shape of temporary 
borrowings and to begin at once by 
reducing expenditure. A large part 
of her expenditure is on foreign im- 
ports, and we must therefore be pre- 
pared to regard with equanimity a 
temporary shrinkage in that part of 
our trade, Further, ss silver is an 
import, anda luxury at that, econo- 
my shou'd begin there and for this 
reason, that the result would be a 
powerful stimulus te the export trade. 
‘The theory may be shortly stated. It 
is that by decreasing the imports of 
silver the quantity in circulation is 
diminished while commodities may 
be supposed to remain the eame, 
General prices, therefore, measured 
in silver, will fall. China then be- 
comes a good country to buy in and 
a bad country to sell in, Consequent- 
ly, exports are stimulated and, as it 
cannot be too often repexted, it is 
on'y out of her surplus exports that 
China can pay the indemnity. 











FLOREAT SHANGHAI. 


Ist December. 

‘Tose who have resided continu- 
ously in Shanghai for some time 
‘hardly realise the rapid and con- 
| tinuous growth in recent years of 








this great emporium, ‘It can only 
be realised by those who have been 
| away for three or four years and who, 
‘even if they have kep3 up their con- 
ection with the port, have not 
pictur d to themselves the results of 
the progress of which they have 
heard. There are some still here 
who remember when the Bubbling 
Well was a place for picnics; and 
asa continuation of Broadway there 
was @ precarious carringe-road on 
the top of the river wall as far as the 
iOld Ningpo Wharf, and only the 
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Bubbing’ Well. Road is now with 
houses almost the whole way to 
the Well, 1t still seemsa considerable 
distance from the Bund to the new 
cemetery there and the crematoriu' 
and yet there is possibly no exagzera- 
tion in the remark of the visitor to 
Shanghai: “ Fifty years hence people 
will say that Shanghai is a curious 
place, where the crematorium is in 
the middle of the town.” So many 
houses are already built and building 
on the roads beyond the Bubbling 
Well, that in much less than fifty 
years the crematorium will be in_the 
middle of the western suburb. It is 
not so many years ago thatit was a 
journey to the old Rifle Range, either 
by the Woosung Road, which was a 
country lane, or across paddy-fields 
dotted with icv-houses; the whole of 
the intervening territory is now 
covered with Foases, and the old 
Range itself has become a handsome 
street, lined continuously on one side 
with fine villas, and with roads lined 
with more villas and terraces branch- 
ing from it. There is a story that 
an old Pioneer of the West once 
plaintively remarked that he could 
at one time in his life have 
bought the whole site of Chicago for 
apair of boots, if he had possessed the 
boots ; so not many years ago almost 
the whole tract of Hongkew between 
the Soochow Creek and Range Road 
could have been bought for the 
present value of one of the villas on 
that road with its compound. Many 
years ago houses for Chinese oceupa- 
tion were xo rapidly supplanting 
foreign buildings in the original 
British Settlement, that Mr. Kidner 
the architect brought forward a re- 
solution at a Ratepayers’ Meeting 
held in the present Lyceum Theatre, 
prohibiting the erection of houses 
for Chinese in the space between 
the Honan Road and the Bund. 
The resolution was negatived by the 
votes of the landotyners concerned, 
who found the building of Chinese 
houses the more profitable invest- 
ment; but the whirligig of time has 
brought about its revenges, and it 
will not be long before the heart 
of the so-called British Settlement 
is entirely devoted, as was originally 
intended, to foreign houses, of » 
height and capacity undreamed-of 
fifteen years ago. So rapidly are the 
gardens and open spaces between 
the houses and the roads, that made 
old Shanghai look as if St. John’s 
Wood had have transplanted to 
China, now being built over, that it 
isa piece of rare good fortune that 
we have in the Cathedral compound 
and the old cemetery, two open spaces 
which we trust will never be profaned 
by the builder. 

The intended enlargement of this 
paper which is to come into effect on 
Friday next the 8rd of January, our 
first issue’ in 1902, and our 11,520th 
number, brings necessarily and for- 














cibly to our notice this continued 
growth. In 1886, only fifteen Ye 
ago, the “ North-China Daily New: 
was a four-page paper, each page 
containing seven columns of 21} 
inches, and it was not always easy to 
fill it without copious extracts from 
home papers. Gradually the sheet, 
was enlarged, and an occasional sup- 
plement printed on one side of the 
paper was issued. Readers in Shang- 
hai were constantly complaining of 
these supplements, which they said 
fell out when they opened the paper 
and were lost; but readers in the 
outports found them very convenient 
for writing on, and much of our out- 
port correspondence used to come to 
us written on the backs of these 
supplements. ‘Then the supplement 
became a permanent institution, at 
first printed only on one side and 
subsequently on both sides, our 
sheet finally becoming as it now 
is a six-page paper, each page con- 
taining nine columns of 28} inches, 
the same width of column being 
maintained throughout all these 
changes. That is, while the printed 
columns of this paper in 1886 placed 
end toend measured 50 feet 9 inches 
in length, the length in to-day’s issue 
is 128 feet 3 inches, or more than 
24 timesas much. Objection is often 
made to the inconvenience caused by 
the size of our sheet, but this is 
inevitable with the natural desire of 
advertisers to have their announce- 
ments on the front page. ‘The length 
of the sheet will then remain as at 
present, and with 72 columns of 284 
inches of print, the total length will 
be 171 feet, or nearly three and 
a-half times as much as in 1886. 
If subscribers and advertisers con- 
tinue co support us as kindly io 
the future as they have done in the 
past, we shall certainly ere long have 
to announce another enlargement. 
There can be little doubt that 
Shanghai will continue to grow in 
the future even faster than it has 
done in the past. China’s war with 
Japan shook her up a little; the re- 
cent war of her Goverament—not her 
people—with the world has shaken 
her up very much more than many 
of us, who cannot see the wood 
for the trees, are apt to realis 
‘The Spirit of Reform touched many 
open minds in the Empire after the 
War with Japan. Its touch reached 
the Emperor in 1898, and caused 
his downfall. It has now reached 
those who deposed him for his pre- 
mature listening to its promptings; 
and the Government which then 
stifled its voice, is now repeating its 
teaching to the whole Empire. The 
opening-up of Chint which is now 
beginning will, if we are wise enough 
to abjure the conservatism which is 
too current in Shanghai, and to lend 
all the co-operation we can, inevitably 
be accompanied by the continued 
expansion of this already great city. 
As the commercial capital of the 
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we have no rival to 
fear if we are equal to our oppor- 
tunity, and our sons and grandsons 
will see a city here on the banks of 
the Huangpu of a greatness of which 
we hardly dream, fairly rivaling 
some of the great commercial cities 
of the West.

‘Trade rivalries, 
however, which are founded upon the ex- 
tremest inequality of opportunity, and 
upon an utter denial of the principle of 
live and let live which animates rec'procal 
trade, ave the breeders of national hates, 
and when they cut deeply into a people's 
industrial well-being, they may easily

“No wantonness of strength will ever in- 
duce us to driven hard bargain with another 
nation because it is weak, nor will any fear 
of ignoble criticism tempt ws to insult or 
defy a great Power because it is strong, or 
even because it is friendly.” 

‘The frankness which he extols in diplo- 
mac ever buen better illustrated than 
in his work, and few of his predecessors in 
office oan have sch an important place as 
he in the history of his country. 

The proposal ‘to create a new Executive 
Department of Commerce elicits consider- 
able interest -— 

‘When it is remembered that the total 
railway mileage in the United States ex- 
coeds the total mileage of all Europe, 
including Great Britain and Ireland, by 
about 20,000 miles, one may get some idea 
of the vastness of the one problem pre 
sented by governmental supervision of 
transportation interests. 

‘The creation of the new department 
might easily bring about a more rational 
and businosslike supervision of inter-State 
commerce. It might also embrace thi 
census bureau, the bureaux of labour statis 
tics and education, and coast survey ant 
lighthouse service. All 
to navigation, inc’uding river and harbour 
improvements, now under the War Depart- 
ment, would properly come under the new 
Department of Commerce. 

‘The arqumonts in favour of the creation 
‘of a Department of Commerce and an 
additional Cabinet Office to administer it 
have always had great weight with thos 
who discern the close relations between

‘The formation of a new $400,000,000 
railroad “trust” ia the north-west has led 
to aggressive talk of legal war against the 
corporations involved. The New York 
“Sun” says:— 

What has taken place in the world of 
‘iron and steel has, by the great railroad 
| treaty just ratified, occurred in the North- 

western railroad world and, very probably, 
| throughout the entire West. The radical 
| dificulty in the Western railroad situation 
has been rate-cutting. This is usually 
| spoken of as a money loss solely affee ing 
|the railroads themselves and their stock- 
|holders. But the worst evil about it was 
| its damage to the business interests of the 
teountry. No merchant could ship goods 
or pay for their shipment to him with the 
| slightest degree of certainty that he was 
| not paying more for the same service than 
was his neighbour. Some merchants were 
{enabled to make large fortunes, others 
| were ruined, and the mercantile com- 
| manity a8 a whole had just cause for com- 
| plaint against the railroads for what was 
| going on. No one supposes that in future 
lyate-cutting in the West will be totally 
[abolished ; but there will be i 
in the future than there ever 
past. Freight tariffs will be the same to 
jone man as to another. The injustice and 
| positive criminality of the old system dis- 
Appears and the moderation and fair play 
of a more enlightened management takes 
its Sore . 

his is the meaning of the settlement of 
he Northern Pacific controvers; 

The “Record Herald” says :— 


The Great Northern has not purchased a 
‘ rail or a roundhonse belonging to the Bur- 
lington. It is difficult, therefore, to see 
how the arrangement can conflict with the 
statutes of Minnesota and the Dakotas, 
which prohibit the consolidation of parallel 
Tines of railroad. Even if one road had 
ybsorbed the other two, the state laws 
against consolidating parallel lines would 










































have to be tested in the Supreme Court. 
Outside of railroading no state would at- 
tempt to prevent the consvlidation of 
“parallel” industrial enterprises. No state 
would undertake to say by statutory enact- 
ment that two grocers, doing business side 
by side, could not take out the dividing 
wall and run their stores as one grocery. 

"The consolidation of these three systems 
is without doubt the first step toward unit- 
ing the interests of all the railroad systems 
west of New York. The drifting of these 

roperties into fewer hands cannot fail to 
Bring about intelligent, fair and effective 
governmental supervision, to the end that 
the greater powers lodged in the hands of 
the few cannot be used tothe injury of the 
shippers. 


The “Republican” concludes as fol- 
lows -— 

But all ave entitled to the fullest meas- 
ure of protection. The single railroad has 
Jong since been recognised as a monopoly 
that should be put unler government con- 
trol. The combination of several railroads 
constitutes a monopoly certainly no more 
to be allowed to do as it pleases than the 
single road, But in spite of ail efforts to 
bring the inter-state roads under effective 
national control there has been failure. 
Government supervision under the inter- 
state commerce act has broken down, ‘The 
law is daily violated. Little protonce of 
observing it is made, Meantime, railroad 
capital concentrates in more and more 
powerful masses. 

‘An issue of tremendous consequence 
thus being brought home to the whol 
country. It is matter for conjecture if 
these railroid and financial manipulators 
comprehend what this issue is, ‘The failure 
of full and effective government regulation 
which the roads have so far succeeded in 
breaking down means government owner- 
ship—nothing lesa than that. And toward 
just that conclusion the combinations a1

The ‘‘ New York Timor” has the follow- 
ing on the problem of Russia and 
‘Manchuria :-— 

It is quite true that the Russian occu- 
pation of Manchuria has thus far cost far 
fore than it has come to. But that may 
equally be said of the British occupation of 
the soil of the late republics in South Africa, 
In neither case does the fact afford reason 
for the expectation of s voluntary relin- 
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quishment. The Russians have found 
themselves forced to take much amore 
drastic steps than the British for securing 
their occupation, such as, in an extreme 
case, the massacre of five thousand non- 
combatants of a single Manchurian town.

‘The weather did not 
cool his ardour, nor did the smallness of 
tho congregation lessen the appreciation 
Gf those teho had the privilege of being 
present. 


A Practical Work of Charity. 

Chinkiang suffered from the floods. Not 
so much as Kiukiang and other places of 
the river, but enough to deprive not a few 
farmers of one crop. Some of these, with 
our annual quota of northern refugees, 
have come among vs to pass the winter. 
The Chinkiang Municipal Council have 
taken advantage of the low condition of 
the river to add some ten or more feet to 
the Bund. This will be quite a desirable 
addition on our water's edge, and is helping 
@ number of poor. 


Ricshas. 

Some months ago a progressive Chinese 
resident formed a company and bought 
ten or a dosen Japanese, carriages for local 
use. The Municipality charges a monthly 
license, porbaps a little abore Shanghai's. 
‘The Concession is small, and outside of the 
Concession the roads were not. prepared 
especially for ricshas. The riesha coolies 
were new at the business; water-carriers, 
wheelbarrow men, or any others used to 
doing slow, heavy work boing accepted. 
The result was that the business 
did not pay. But just at this 
juneture the head man in the concern, 
and about the only moving spirit 





















‘among them, died. This was about 
to end the whole thing when an outsiue 
party came in, rented all of the ricshas at 
& stipulated price per month, and is now 
reletting to individuals. How much 
money the fellow is making is nob the 
question. We wish him success, but the 
question is, why cannot Yang Kuci’s 
original ideas of having good roads out to 
Consulate Bluf and the now Pagoda, on 
Silver Island, be earried out; and thus 
not only give work to these few ricshas 
but many others. Tt will help to “get a 
move on you,” Chinkiang, ond thus pre- 
pare the way for horse-cars, electric cars, 
automobiles, railroads, and other fast 
movers.

‘They were 
led before the Chancellor and other officials 
in squads of about forty, and after a great 
deal of bowing and ketowing on both sides 
gave the Chinese equivalent for “three 
cheers and a tiger” and dispersed to enter 
their chairs, and preceded by the usual 
melodious band and  bedecked bamboo 
branch, to visit their friendsand receive 
their congratulations. 


Purchasable Merit. 


The Chancollor has probably exercised 
his office for the last time, for he has 
almost openly sold degrees right and 
left, and it is said that the Viceroy has 
his xentenoe of degradation in his pocket, 
and onlyewaited till the degrees were con- 
ferred before handing it to him.

They con- 
sequently wreaked their vengeance upon 
him by literally drenching him and his 
official chair with unmentionable filth and 
without changing his garment the bespatter- 
ed magistrate went straight to the Viceroy 
that he might see how grossly he had 
been insulted. The arrest of the 
ringleader, an elderly man with s degree, 
who was beaten on the hands in accordance 
with the usu:l custom, has quelled the 
disturbance, and so ends another quarrel 
with the powers that be.

A Desperate Band of Robbers. 
‘The talk of the street to-day is of an 
encounter between soldiers and a band of 
robbers near here yesterday. A number 
of discharged or deserted soldiers and 
yamén-runners, who are said to have come 
from the West, made their headquarters 
in a small village 25 li south-west of 
Ichoufu, and tertorised the neighbourhood. 
Thoy wero not above highway robbery, 
but the approved methoa was to make 
nightly raids on the rich men of tho region. 
It is reported that the district elder (lien 
chang) led a company of villagers against 
the robbers, but the “den of thieves” was 
not broken up. Our magistrate then sent 
out soldiers, who gave battle—for it could 
be called nothing else. The robbers were 
‘as well armed as their would-be conquerors, 
having weapous of comparatively recent 
(foreign) manufacture. Several of them 
rere killed, aa well as a couple of the 
arresting party. The robbers, however, 
outnumbered the attacking party, and the 
Inter was compelled to send back to tho 
city for reinforcements and all the soldiers 
now stationed here (hardly more than 100) 
responded. About midnight the victors 
roturned, with burst of trumpet and roll 
of drum. They brought with them six 
prisoners and reported that they hadvburn- 
ed the rendezvous of the outlaws, fourteen 
of whom perished in the flames.’ In addi- 
tion eight were killed. ‘The rest of the 
band, to the number of 40 or 50, escaped 
to the north. That » company of outlaws 
like this can bo active, less than ten miles 
from one of the most peaceful and quiot

Shanghai Statements Corrected. 


Thore are two or threo things of general 
statement in Shanghai which need correc- 
tion.

The Next Heir Apparent. 




















There isa little quiet speculation ss to 
the next Heir-apparent. There is some | 
talk of Prince Chun, the younger brother of 
the present Emperor. ‘This is hardly likely, ; 
as he is of the generation of tho Emperor | 
Kuang Hai and the Emperor Tung Chih. | 
Neither of these would be any nearer having 
a descendant to offer worship and sacrifice. | 
‘As Pu Chun was chosen because he was 
of the next generation, so the new choice | 
will continue in the same generation. Still . 
it is hardly likely that any son of the broth- | 
ers of Prince Tuan will be chosen. The | 
family of the once Fifth Prince, or Prince | 
Tuin, is notoriously reactionary. Who, | 
then, is the man? Already in October, it ' 
was telegraphed that a Luu Pei-tsze was! 
chosen. This may be possible. Lun Pei- | 
tsze or Lun P-i-lé, ie., Prince Pu Lun, is ! 
a grandson of an older brother of Emperor | 
Hsien Feng, Prince Tun, Prince Kung and | 
Prince Chun—4th, 5th, 6th and 7th ‘sons | 
‘of Emperor Tao Kuang. Prince Lun has | 
‘been with the Court and is acceptable to; 
the Empress Dowager. He has a younger | 
brother, P‘u ‘T‘ung, who has also been 
mentioned, is nearly of the samo age 
the Emperor, and is more in sympathy | 
with reform. The grandson of the late 
Prince Kung, who is the present Prince 
Kung, has also been mentioned. He is a 
little over twenty, and of fairly good 
wanpers and good intentions, but of no 











Belated Honours. 

‘The Empress Dowager in restoring hon- 
ours on the officials who assisted in the 
peace negotiations forgot two names, 
which. having recurred to her, are now 
duly honoured. One is that of Sheng 
Hsnan-husi, and the other that of the 
Inspector-General of Customs, Sir Robert 
Hart. They are made Brevet Junior 
Guardians of the Heir-Apparent. But 
who- is the Heir-Apparent? And 
what docs a Guardian of such a person 
have to do? It is plain, that there is meant 
no daty to be done, but merely an honour 
that gives added status. Certainly Sir 
Robert deserves this honour or sny 
other for the help rendered by him 
during the negotiations has been most 
valuable. He was largely instrumental in 
getting Prince Ching back into Peking, as 
Sne of the Plenipotentiaries. He was 
consulted by both Chinese and foreign 
negotiators on the revenues to be utilised 
in’ paying the indemnity. The honour 
rightfully coming to him is found more in 
the additional power which is given him 
in the added responsibility of collecting 
revenue other then Maritime Customs, 
especially that of the native Customs. 


The Departure of the Court

energy. He could not accomplish much 
with the foreign Ministers in regard to 
‘ientsin, but he meaus to use his authority 
in the province. He has put forth a 
proclamation which shows he will allow no 
honsense, We givea translation of part 
“Last we the Boxers created distur- 
bance, and brought calamity to the capital 
nd all the region round. The spirits of 
the nine Emperors have:been terrorised, 
the Court has been scattered, the officials 
have had no place to rest ; the people have 
had uttor misery. ‘The great calamity has 
reached to the heavens ; the extraordinary 
evil has flamed afar. Never have offici:ls 
and people suftered more. Every one with 
‘a particle of conscieuce must regret the 
Catastrophe. Moreover the Imperial 
orders have frequently come to put 
down the disturbers and allow no further 
disturbance, cutting it out hy the root. 
In Shangtung and Chibli soldiers have 
again and again beon dispatched to make 
arrests. Those who have banded together 
or excaped arrest should stand in fear and 
repent. It has been reported by the mili 
tary, that in the district of Chichou dis- 
reputable rufians, Wang Te-tao and 
others, have dared to scatter abroad magic 
stories, hoodwinking the populace, com- 
Dining’ low wretches, and leading on to 
plots” of sedition’ empty _ boasters, 
and law-breakers, whose crimes are 




















‘as (like the hairs of the head in number. ; 


‘Already the order has forth 
to seize these bandits, and bring them 
to the capital for decapitation. ‘The order 
has boen carried out. It is still to be 
feared that other disreputable characters 
will baad together, and again burst 


Rit down the violent, and calm the good. 
No mercy will be shown lawless people, 
who contemn the law and injure their 
fellows. Now that the Court is coming 
hack, it is still more needed to make the 
country quiet, and the roads safe. Eleven 
Rules are drawn up and published for the 
information of all, that_under no circum~ 
stances will corrupt ruffians be tolerated. 
Those who repent will be forgiven th 
past, but those stubborn in sin will have 
no chance of escape, etc., etc. 


The New Regulations. 

“(1st) Those who deceive the people 
by uncanny tales will be beheaded. 
(2nd) All who follow e religions 
‘or. practice absurd conjurors’ tricks 
will te beheaded. (3rd) All robbers or 
those who assault with violence will be 
Doheaded. (4th) If among the military 











there are any in league with those who 
follow false practices, they will be bo- 
headed. 


(th) If any home conceals 
eputable characters, the owner 

risoned five years and his 
property confiscated. (6th) If these char- 
acters belong to any clan or village, tho 
hoad of each must report to the offical. 
Otherwise the clan head and village head 
will bo imprisoned one year, and the 
constable threo yoars. (7th) If any. altar 
to false sects is erected, the official on 
Knowing of it will destroy the altar, and 
confiscate the house. _ If some one has 
formed, he will get the property. (8th) 
Whoever succeeds in seizing these disro- 
putable characters, will be rewarded 200 
taels for a chief, or for five others. Who- 
ever informs and helps in arrest will be 
given 100 taels, (9th) All local officials 
must prohibit aueh characters in their 
districts. If altars and practices are 
found, the officials will be degraded. 
(0th) These Rules aro for the future, 
and do not pertain to past offences, or 
those who really repent, but only to those 
who have been chiefs, and cleave to their 
cril deeds. Underlings and constables are 
forbidden to make use of past offences to 
pester people. (llth) If any one out of 
Spite has made s false accusation aud got » 
reward, he will'suffer the panslty of the 
one acc ised, should his evidence be 
proved false.”

A Trip to Weihsien. 

‘A recent trip of three weeks west to 
Weihsien and Ch‘ingchoufu found the 
country along the whole journey quiet and 

eacoful. Not one word of reviling was 

eard and tmost courteous treatment was 
granted on every hand. Our out-journey 
was by buat to Yangkiakou, and ‘though 
pleasant enough in that we were in good 
Company, it demonstrated to us that if one 
wishes to save both time aud money, ho 
ould take the old-fashioned Shantung 
| Pallman, the mule-litter. The Yellow 
River, or at least a part of it, seems to 
have made its way into the canal, and as 
a consequence at Yangkiakou the water is 
very shallow. It has shallowed tosuch an 
extent that vessels drawing six feet and 
even less may have to wait several days 
before it is possible to get nearer to 
Yangkiakou than forty li. We waited two 
days, and then only succeeded in getting 
on to a junk, and in half a day arrived 
St the lending. Yangkiakouis a queer 
| place, a low strip of land, sometimes 
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entirely surrounded by water, and covered 
with store-houses. bales of merchandise, 
and huge logs from Manchuria. From 
this plice southward a day's journey 
stretches a low alkaline plain, which 
aradually rises to higher ground as Wei- 
hsien is approached. What a sight the 
Weihsien Mission Compound is! “In the 
distance it seemed like some ancient ruin 
such as men love to vist in Enzland snd 
on the Continent. But, closer ex min: 
tion reveals marks fresh from the des- 
troyers’ hands, With Mr. Chalfant as 
guide we went step by step through the 
Scenes of that eventful afternoon a year 
ago last June, The gathering of the mob 
on this occasion was held at bay for hours 
by one man, single-handed, tuntil the eseape 
of the foreigners across the fields in the 
night, guided by the light of their burning 
homes at the rear ad the beacon light 
of the mines near Fangtsi, directly south 
of them, As one sees this large com- 
pound, with a Chinese guest room, the 
only building left intact, he is left with an 
overwhelming impression of the rain and 
devastation i band of evil-minded men 
ean accomplish in a few short hours. 


Mr. H. B. Gordon. 

It is most fortunate that at this time 
the services of Mr. H. B. Gordon, a pro- 
minent architect of Toronto, Canada, cau 
be secured. He has been in Korea for 
several months, assisting in planni g 
mission buildings, inclu ring their large 
hospital. At present he is in Weihsien, 
drawing pins for the new buildings, in- 
cluding those intended for the use of Ten: 
chou College, when later the College shall 
be moved to the Hsien, in accordance with 
plans decided upon last year. 


The Rev. P. D. Bergen

the presidency of the College, and wi 
probably take up his new duties about th+ 
first of the Chinese year. The College 
is most fortunate indeed im being able to 
secure stich « man of extended English and 
Chinese scholarship, and with twenty years’ 
experience on the field.

bout a general revival 1m Tientsin trade. 
Nature in her meteorological aspect has 
Jone all she ean to oppose the movement, 
for never in the history of the port has 
such a run of adverse weather been known. 
‘An importer told me the other day 
knew of cargo which had arrived for 
the Baron the 10th of November, which was 
not delivered ou 12th December. Idid not 
venture to hint that the delivery might be 
still further delayed tiil the Greek Kalends, 
for not oly has Nature acted seurvily in 
sending a secession of worthless tides. but 
rascality has assumed colossal dimensions 
sat Tangkn, and vast quantities of cargo 
ast stolen by organised thieves. This roh- 
ory is on siteh a scale as to threaten to 
impair-tho -trade altogether. In addition 
quantities of piece goods there 
nprecedeuted shipwout of 
siog inwards, for this time of the year: 
but truly every form: of expert and import 
seems ta be on the boom. The peanuts 
re going south in fleets rathor than 
steuner. 
‘Tiontsin's next public work will have to 
be the Bar question, for itis now obvious 
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that all_ the Haiho improvement work 
can pro’ tem. be nullified by a series of 
stexdy north-west winds: For a_whole 
half-moon the fairway over the Bar at 
high water was showing a depth varying 
from three to seven feet. Last week has 
happily seen a vast improvement, and 
though the pilotage marksare up, steamers 
are coming in and out as they’ have not 
done all the season. 


The Claims Commission. 

Mr. H. P. Wilkinson has finished his 
investigations here and has come out of his 
difficult ordeal as few men could have 
hoped todo. To say that everybody is satis

Improvements. . 


Now that the winter has commenced and 
Jack Frost has begun to make his icy touch 
felt, most public works must he left to his 
co'd and vigorous embrace till next spring 
again releases them, and all nature at- 
tempts another spell of expansion, and 
when man, too, can in his small way sup- 
plement nature’s handiwork by his efforts 
to improve the face of the earth. 2 

It will interest you to learn what has 
heen done in thin colony during the past 
year in the way of improvements that i 
exease i's value as a suntmer health-resort, 
and that generally speaking render it a 
more desirable place of residence for 
foreigners. Tt must be confessed—even by 
the most ardeat admirer of the Chinese 
nation—that, however much they ina 
excel Westerners in certain points, they 

















have much to learn from. the "outer 
barbarians in the way of improved 
means of communication. ‘Their roads 


—if “roads” they may ‘be called—are 
execrable, their canals are nearly as bad. 
‘There was no object during the Japanese 
occupation in their spending money on the 
captured naval base, since their tenure 
was to be a temporary one. ‘The British 
therefore found here virgin soil, and 
although, for several seasons, the develop- 
ment vf the Territory has been slow and 
spasmodic in character, duving the past 
three years, and especially in the one how 
drawing to its close, considerable progress 
has to be recorded. ;Roughly speaking, 
the amount of money paid to contractors 
for work undertaken this year ix $46,000 ; 
though probably this covers work yet'to be 
finished, which has been interrupted by 
the unusually early frosts. 


Roads. 

Whether we shall ever have railway 
communication between Chefvo and Wei- 
haiwei is a moot point. Failing this, it is 
much to be desired that a good highway 
be constructed between the two ports, 
In his official report to the Colonial Ottice 
on the new British acquisition, Sir Frank 
Swettenham gives it as his opinion that 
the Chinese officials will resist rather than 
encourage the construction of such a rod, 
on the ground that it might divert trade 
from Chefoo. ‘This docs nub appear rea- 

onable, for geographically the Treaty Port 
oceupies a better position in respect to -the 
trade of Shantung. In addition to this, 
the British Government appears to hare 
signed a treaty with Germany of the nature 

“‘self-denying ordinance.” ‘The man- 
darins have, on the other hand, real reason 
to fear the Germans, for Tsingtao is in an 
even more favourable situation than Chefoo 
as regards the central, populons districts 
of the provi id their railroad is. being 
| pushed into the interior with great rapidity. 
| However, the authoritieshere have begi 
the road, and will carry it to the boundary 
It remains to be seen whether the native 
ofticials will continue it—or allow it to be 
continued—in Chinese territory. When 
completed it will be about 14 miles in 
length. Beginning at  Mahto, it runs 
direct to the city, and skirting the norther 
wall passes westward. The portion con- 
| structed, or nearly finished, ends at a 
group of small villages near’ the piece of 
water known locally as the Third Lagoon, 
land is cight miles long, There are 
comnecting roads to the eastern and 
western gates of the city, which might be 
regarded as the main highway if tho native 
wifcials would put the street within the 
| walls in good repai 
j. To foreign residents, perhaps, the most 
| important of the new roads is that running 
i from Mahto to Half Moon Bay in the one 
direction—about three miles,—and the 
other round Narcissus Bay, past Flagstatf 
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Camp, towards villages to 

Harbour. The-former in climbing the hill 

behind Queen’s Hotel has for 200 yards a 

rather sleep gradient of Lin 17. (Nowhere 

else is the gradient greater than 1 in 20.) 

Leaving the Hotel, it follows the shore, 

round the outside edge of two ruined forts, 

and past'an uld ixon pier, where, prior.to 
the Japanese war, the Chinese are said to 
have had a torpedo station. Tt here turns 
to the north, traverses a large fishing and 
agricultural ‘village, and ends at the new 
bungalows of the Weihaiwei Land and 

Building Company. Besides providing the 

natives with a ready means of bringing 

their produce to market, this road very 
considerably increases the value of the 

Company’ Droporty. 

The third highway, mentioned above, 
will when completed be the longest. It is 
intended ultimately to reach Tsamaotsun, 
a distance of 17 miles from Mahto. The 

jortion under construction is 8 miles in 
length, and stopsat a village named Haopu. 

‘The road is comparatively flat ; it passes 

between the city and the Parade Gronnd 

of the Ist Chinese Regiment, and to the 
rear of the four foreign bungalows on 

Narcissus Bay. 

Tn all, some dozens of culverts and small 
bridges have been made. Perhaps the 
finest piece of bri!ge-work is that at 
nchutao—to the south of Flagstatf Hill 
‘undertaken by al cal contractor. 

‘As there is no wheeled traffic in the 
district, Macadam’s teachings may safely 
be ignored. In decomposed granite, easily 
obtained locally at small cost, the con- 

. structor has capital material for surf cing 
his roadways. 

Mule-Tracks. 

‘Pwo important tracks, broad enough for 

1 den animals to pass one another, have 

been finished this autumn. ‘They are not 

only narrower, but, of course, steeper than 
the main highways described above, the 
radient being 1 in 10, One, connecting 

Tanto. with villages to the’ north near 

‘Waterwitelr Bay, is 3 miles in length and 

reaches a height of about 600 feet above 

sea-level. It crosses the range of steep 
hills to the north of the Bay, containing 
some peaks neatly 1,000 feet high. ‘The 
other track links together two important 
villages south of the Bay—Laobatsze and 

Baohuko—and climbs a difficult pass 

between them at a height of about 400 feet. 


The New Bund. 

The sea-front of Mahto has been con- 
siderably improved by the completion of 
tho Bund. It was at first thought that the 
wall could be formed by merely placing 
heavy blocks of stone in rows one above 
another, and without the use of cement or 
mortar. It has now beon found that this 
is not sufficient, as the soil would gradually 
be washed out between the stones and the 
roadway above be undermined. Next year 
this defect is to be remedied by a plentiful 
use of mortar. In all, the sum spent on 
the Bund this year totals about $5,000. 


The Jetty. 

‘At tho western extremity of the Bund 
is a stone jetty, built largely of granite 
blocks. It had fallen into disrepair during 
the Japanese ocoupation, and last year as 
much as $1,500 had been spent on it. 
This summer the pier has been increased 
in length by 25 yards, giving a mean 
depth at low water of 6 feet. Heavy 
blocks of granite, imported from Shihtzo, 
have been freely built into this addition. 
‘With the quantities of cement used and 
the heavy timber piles on tho outside 
linked together with iron rods, the new 
portion of the jetty appears substantial 
and well-constructed. ‘The cost has been 
about $4,000. 


Supervision. 
‘These public works have been carried 
out with fonds provided by the Colonial

efficient oversight of the company of Royal 
Engineers stationed here. Major R. P. 
Lee, R.E., has had charge of all construc- 
tion on the Mainland. ‘The contractors, 
it is plain, have not been permitted to 
seamp their work, which appears to have 
been carefully supervised, and, as regards 
thoroughness, is in keeping with the best 
traditions of British engineering skill. It 
need hardly be added that these roads, 
the Bund, and the lengtheried jetty, have 
added considerably to the value of the port 
as a place of residence.

The Derby of 1901 
will be remembered as ono that tried the 
skill of the war-worn punter to the ut- 
most. Seven starters faced tho barrier, 
and four of them at one time or another 
had occupied the position of favourite in 
public estimation. Some few there were 
who gave it up and “looked on,” but their 
numbers were limited; the Australian 
racegoer is not built that way. He must 
havo his “bit” on, even if it is only the 
humble shilling of the flat patron. 

Tho favourite Hautvilliers occupied the 
berth next the rails. The Sydney horse 
Thex, who until a few days previous to 
the race held a prominent position in the 
betting, made the running for about a 
mile, but was caught on the turn into the 
straight by the favourite, Grasspan, and 
Haymaker. Coming up the straight the 
nurite’s jockey had hard work to keep 
his place, but lasted just long eno ib t> 
win by half a length. A protest was 
entered against R. Lewis, who rode 
Hautrilliers, for interference, but after 
consideration by the stewards was dis- 
missed. The winner was then paraded in 
front of the Vice-regal stand, and decor- 
ated with tho blue ribbon by Lady Hope. 
toun. The metallicians must have had a 
regal time on Derby Day, as only two 
favourites got home in seven events, and 
the face of the average punter was as long 
as the proverbial fiddle, as ho sorrowfully 
wended his way home. 


A Big Crowd. 


Daylight on Cup morning broke to the 
accompaniment of heary downpours, 
but the weather soon cleared up. By 
foad and rail all the world and his wife 
wended their way to Flemington.

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The Galway Election.

‘The Chairman 
was Mr. R. Inglis, and there were also 
resent : Messrs. J. Prentice, A. MeLood, 
rodie Clarke, G. J. Morrison, Zee Quay 
ying, C. E. ‘Anton, D. MacHattie, 
Viloudaki, J. Moosa, and the Secretary. 

‘The Chairman said—The Report and 
Accounts having heen in your hands for 
some time, we will, with your approval, 
take them’ as read." On the last occasion, 
when you assembled to receive our 
annual’ ‘report, we were unfortunately 
obliged to present you with a_ balance 
sheet which was anything but satisfactory. 
Your late Chairman. however. in lis con- 
cluding remarks. stated that he had e 
confidence that the year then commencing 
would show a more favourable state of 
affairs. Tam pleased to be able to in- 
form you that the hopes then expressed 
have, in a large measure, been fulfilled. 
‘As stated in our Report. the past year has 
been a most, satisfactory one for the Com- 
pany. a brisk demand for our yarns having 
existed throughout the entire period, and 
Tam thankful to say, we have heen spared 
those violent fluctuations in values, which 
in the past have so frequently upset the 
most careful calculations. It is not my 
object to attempt to hold out before you 
any very glowing prospe-ts as to the im- 
mediate future of the Cotton Spinning 
Industry in North China. ‘There are many 
ficulties yet to he overcome, hefore we 
are justified ing that we have 
years of “plenty rhe net profit 
which we have made during the past year, 
viz. Tis. 104,479.94, would have been 




























































sufficient (if we hai not had the previous 
year’s debit to clear off) to provide for de- 
peociation and pay a modest dividend, but 
T think it is only right that our share- 
holders should understand that almost the 
whole of this profit was made during the 
first eight, months of our year, a period 
during which we were working mainly with 
Chinese cotton, which was then freely 
obtainable and for the most of that time 
at reasonable prices. ‘The almost incessant 
rain, however, which fell during the month 
of June, retatded and seriously damaged 
the growing crop with the result that 
pr ces for local staples rose rapidly, stocks 
became exhausted, and we had to turn to 
India for supplies, and from that time, 
though not actually working at a loss, we 
were only just holding our own. 
give you these details as an illustration 
that provided we can work under con- 
ditions not widely: different from those 
contemplated when the industry was 
initiated, it is possible for our Mill to 
show a profit, but as soon as local supplies 
of cotton are cut off, or become unduly in- 
fated owing ‘oabnormal causes, our chances 
of protitable working become very small. 
you are all aware the question of tarift 
ion has been forcibly brought before us 
during the last few months, and we are at 
present working on a temporary sehedule 
of values pending final adjustment by the 
Commissioners appointed for that purpose, 
The Accounts now before you do not, T 
think, call for much comment. You will 
doubtless be pleased to observe that 
we have made considerable saving in 
“interest” during the year, and that out- 
standing liabilities are ‘much reduced, as 
compared with our last year’s accounts. 
Asa result of our year’s working, we have 
reduced the debit of last year brought 
forward, from ‘Tis. 118 118.66 to Tis. 
13,638.72, which latter amount we carry 
forward to next account. I am pleased to 
be ble to inform. you that our Mill 
Buildings and Muchinery are in excellent 
condition. During the year the exterior 
of the Mill, woodwork, r ofs, ete., have 
all be n scraped and repainted, and every 
machine has been thoroughly overhauled 
and ‘lined up,"—the amount expended 
in ‘Repairs and Renewals” being is. 
18,781.67. Prospects for the coming year 
are not entirely unsatisfactory. ‘Thero is 
& good demand for yarns, and we have 
sold our production well ahead, bub in the 
absence of statistics it is impossible to 
estimate the supplies of Chinese cotton 
available, and should this fall short as is 
generally feared, we will have to rely 
entirely on Indian staple. Before moving 
the adoption of the Report and Accounts 
[shall be happy to answer any questions. 

No questions being asked, the Chairman 
proposed the adoption of the Report and 
‘Account: as circulated. Mr. A. McLeod 
Seconded the proposition, which was un- 
animously carried. 

‘On the proposition of Mr. Brodie Clarke, 
seconded by Mr. MacHafie, it was un- 
animously resolved that" Messrs. J. 
Prentice, A. McLeod, Zee Hong-dow, Zee 
Quay-ying, and the senior representative 
of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co.

HUANG CHIEN-YUAN.

Sir,—In reading the ‘Notes on Native 
Affairs” in your issue of the 24th instant, 
I am naturally surprised to see H. E, 
Huang Chien-yuan, Customs Taotai of 





‘Tientsin (he still retains the post), and 
Assistant Commissioner to H. E. Sheng 
in the New Taiff Neyotintions, termed a 
“converted Boxer.” How he could have 
heen execrated by the - Tientsin City 
Chinese as Anti-Boxer and is called a 
converted Boxer in a Shanghai foreign 
Pe s my comprehension, Perhaps 
you vill kindly permit. me to inform the 
Public through the medium of your valua- 
ble paper of what I know of HE, Huang, 
and what he really is. T have known His 
Excellency for a number of years, both 
hefore and after he became the Customs 
Taotai. He has very liberal views, always 
treats foreigners with courtesy and consid 
eration, and in no instance did he ever 
we the slightest friction with foreign 
























merchants and shippers during his long 
tenure of office as 
tsin 


rector of the Tien- 
Branch of the China Merchants’

by foreigners doing business 





tion to the post of Cus- 
s Taotai, his friendly relations with the 
‘onsular officials and foreign merch nts 
never altered in the least degree. When 
the Boxers were virtually holding the 
‘Tientsin city in their grip, he was sum- 
moned, together with Ting Yung (who was 
then the Chihli Provineial Treasurer, and 
was executed afterwards by the Allied 
Commanders in Paoting'u) and others, by 
Viceroy Yu Ln to have a consultation. 
H.E. Huang boldly denounced the Boxers 
and begged the Viceroy. to eall in the 
troops ts quell what he called open rebel- 
lion. Upon this ‘Ting Yung told_him to 
mind his own business as a Customs 
‘Taotai, and not to meddle with local af- 
fairs that were no concern of his. As is 
usual in Chinese official deliberations, within 
rt time the whole city knew what was 

id during the ‘ secret” conference. 
‘The Customs Taotai was an anti-Boxer, 
‘o wonder; he always dealt with foreigners, 
therefore he deserved death ! It is to he 
prestuned that the Boxers had an eye on 
he Customs ‘Taotai’s yamén, which war 
puted to hold an unlimited amount of 
silver and gold, and they only waited for 
a pretext. to make an attack on it. 
H.E Huang’s fearless declaration before 
the Viceroy furnished an excel'ent 
excuse for ransacking it, The Taotai had 
to make his exit by the back door, and ran 
for protection to the Vieeregal yamén, where 
he stayed for several days, during’ which 
it must be said to the exedit of the 
Viceroy. tha’ he exerted his utmost to 
pacify the angry Boxers who were clamour- 
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ing for the death of H. E. Huang. Finally 
he found a favourable opportunity to escspe 
from the city into the interior. After the 
‘Allies entered Tientsin, all the official and 
private documents of the different yaméns 
were collected together and carefully 
scrutinsed, but no. incriminating evidenco 
was discovered against H. E. Huang, whose 
name therefore did not appear in the 
“Black List.” What Ihave written above 
is well known in Tientsin, and Tientsin is 
not a0 far of that it cannot be verified. 
After losing all his and his family’s per- 
sonal effects, money, jewels, etc., etc. 
nearly forfeiting his life, and suffering all 
the hardships and privations of a journey 
into the interior, it would be only just to 
to eall him an “‘anti-Buxer” rather than 
“converted Boxer.”

“ By Extra Special Grace of 

the Throne.” 

(1) A Decree in the name of the Empress 
Dowager, in reply to a memorial of Prince 
Ching asking that, in addition to the 
special memorial temples commanded to 
be built in honour of the late Li Hung-

over a hundred persons, had beon provided 
for the historical event. This, according 
to a Kiaiféng correspondent, included 
only those who compose the immediate 
train of the Imperial party; the Im- 
perial baggage train had already been 
sent on ahead a couple of weeks befor 
hand, escorted by a strong force of troops. 
Whilst the various regiments of the 
Imperial Guards and numerous other 
corps selected to watch over the safety of 
the Court were ferried over the river a few 
days in advance, and a portion bringing up 
the rear came after the followers of the 
Imperial train had been carried across. 
One need, therefore, scarcely exhibit any 
surprise to learn that, without taking into 
account the exorbitant sums demanded 
from the provincial authorities as bribes 
by the eunuchs and palace officials, all of 
which were paid without a murmur, ‘for 
the sake of the peaceful progress of the 
Imperial travellers,” the actual average 
cost to the Empire for the maintenance of 
the Imperial Court and its huge train has 
so far exceeded Tis. 80,000 a day, com- 
mencing with the start from Hsian on the 
6th of October. last down to the crossing of 
the Yellow River at Liuyuan on the 14th 
of December current.

To Hon. Secretary, 
Yan tue Floods Rolief Fund 
Committee, Shanghai. 

Sin,—On receipt of your let 
month informing me that the Comm 
of the above Fund had appropriated $9,090 
for relief of distress »t Wuhu, and asl 
me to form a sub-Committee for the di: 
tribution of this sum, I invited the mem- 
hers remaining here of the existing local 
Relief Fund Committe Mr. Merrill, 
Mr. Lund, and Mr. Christie, together with . 
the two gentlemen proposed by the Shang- 
hai Committee, Dr. Hart and Pére Rouxel, 
to discuss the best measures to be taken. 
Tt was unanimously agreed that the relief 
should for the most part take he form of 
wages for work done paid to the distressed; 
and accordingly work has been begun on 
the improvement of dykes and repairing 
of roads in the vicinity of Wuhu, two 
objects being kept in view as far ax 
possible, nathely, that the work should be 

rected towards lessening the destructive- 
ness of future floods, and that it should 
be located where it can be carried on 
under the direct supervision of foreigners. 
Some 350 men are now employed under 
Dr. Hart, Mr. Ch and Mr. Lund, 
who devote much time and energy to sce: 
ing to the proper application of the wages 
fund ; aud Mr. Beals, who has kindly con- 
sented to join the Committee, has nov 
undertaken to supervise 100 more men. 
Taking into account the probable number 
of an adult workman's family, we estimate 
that in this way some sixteen hundred 
persons will share the benefit of the relief 
works, the expenditure being at the rate 
of about $1,900 a month. Nearly $800 
hag already been spent in wages, 

‘At the same time it is realised that this 
system docs not reach the needs of dis- 
tressed women and children who may be 
without natural protectors, and of refugees 
who ave incapacitated from work hy age or 
ill-health. ‘The only way in which we ean 
assist these classes is by devoting a portion 
of the fund at our disposal to giving 
small donations to existing ivstitutions 
such as Miss Mitchell’s Soup. Kitchen and 
Dr. Hart's Hospital. Miss Mitchell's ad- 
mitable organisation provides food for some 
1,500 women and children daily, and it will 
be a calamity if her work has to stop for 
want of funds. We have appropriated 
$509 to this charity, a very small amount 
in view of its heavy expenses for rice and 
fuel, but we trust to be able to make a 
further contribution from additional sub- 
scriptions to the fund. Dr. Hart spends 
smali_ sums monthly in feeding at his 
Hospital indigent patients from the class 
for whom the Relief Fund is intended. 

‘A full report on the disposal of $5,000 
will be furnished in due course, but mean- 
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While your Committee and the subscribers 
to the fund may be interested to know the 
general lines on which their money is bei 
spent at Wuhu.

ie British Government objected to that, 
contending that if it were compulsory for 
ail the Powers to reach a unanimous 
Conclusion the settlement of the tariff ques- 
tion might be delayed indefinitely. ‘That, 
provision was accordingly struck out of 
the Protocol ; but the duties having to be 
paid almost entirely or at any rate a large 
proportion of them, by the merchunts 
Uoing business with Shaughai, the United 
States determined to senda Commission to 
ist in formulating @ tariif on a fair basis. 
Taere is uo disp: sition on the part of the 
Chited States to interfere with the collec 
tion of the revenue by the Maritime 
Castoms which is at present largely in the 
hands of the British. but they insist upon 
their right to protect American interests 
by assisting in the framing of the new 
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Tariff. It was with this object in view 
that I was requested by the President of 
the United States to become the Commis- 
sioner of the American Government. 
President McKinley invited me at the 
outset to come out here, but I strenuously 
refused ; subsequently his successor Pre- 
sident Roosevelt impressed upon me the 
importance of the mission and in deference 
to his request I consented. Upon reach- 
ing Shanghai it was intimated to me that 
the tariff was being prepared in London 
and Manchester. I thought that it was 
hardly fair for people so far removed from 
China as London and Manchester to pre- 
re a schedule binding upon the mer- 
‘chants of Shanghai, and 1 was convinced of 
the correctness of this opinion after several 
interviews, with leading merchants of all 
nationalities trading in China.” 

“What did you do in the matter ?”” 

“Thad an interviow with Sir Ernest Satow, 
the British Minister to Peking, also with 
Sir James Mackay, the Chief Commissioner 
from Great Britain, and from these I was 
satisfied that the tariff would be prepared 
in Shanghai by the British representatives 
and the commissioners already appointed 
from other countries, in conjunction with 
the merchants of these countries interested. 
It seoms pretty well settled that there 
will be no obstacle in the way of a 
spoedy adjustment of the tariff ques- 
tion. A matter of far greater import- 
ance is the Commercial ‘Treaty about 
to be negotiated China and the 
Powers. ‘Thore will be a great many con- 
flicting interests broaght into operation, 
whieh no doubt will operate and render 
more dificult the work of the Commis- 
sioners to reach & unanimous conclusion. 
It is somewhat problematical how far the 
Chinese Government will be willing to go 
in,tho matter and their ability ta enforce 
any drastic measures that may be agreed 
upon. In answer to the request of the 
President of the United States to act for 
‘America in respect of the Treaty L hare 
sent a reply, asking to be relieved fron 
this duty. If, however, the President 
desires me to serve I wil: of course do so 
and in that event I fear that my stay in 
China will be prolonged for many months. 
‘The English, German, French, Japanese, 
and American Governments have alrexdy 
appointed Commissioners both for the 
adjustment of the Tariff and for the 
negotiation of the Commercial Treaty and 
as [have previously obserred I am Plevi- 
potentiary for the United States with full 

owers to treat and effect everything in 

oth these matters.” 

“Have you been well received in China?” 

“Yes. After a sojourn in Shanghai for 
five weeks, in which I hare heen must 
hospitably received, I have reached the 
clusion that outside of the United States 
know of no more pleasent place to abide. 

Reverting to trade matters our repre- 
sentative questioned the General as to 
American imports, to which he replied, 
that these, or rather the heavier classes of 
goods go chiefly to the North of China. 

“Whats your opinion about the schedule 
prepared by the China Association ?” 

“Tt is a very excellent one and has been 
accepted by the Customs anthorities pending 
the foal sottlement. ‘In my opinion, the 
schedule with a few slight modifications 
should be eminently suitable for incorporat- 
ion in the new tanff. The cotton trade is 
deserving of special conxidoration seeing 
that of the total imports this industi 
represents aixty per cent, which 
Inrgely from England and the 
States.” 

By way of a passing observation General 
Sharretts expressed the opinion that the 
Americans were not making the strides 
that they ought to do in foreign commerce. 
They are not doing as much as they ought 
ta de outside of Ch na.

“Most certainly Ido. When you trke 
into consideration the fact that the Chinese 
are the greatest consumers of cotton goods 
in the world, the fact remains that the 
market here’ is almost inexhaustible. 
Nearly the whole of the garments worn by 
the Chinese are cotton goods ; and as the 
people become more cultured and the 
Interior gets opened up, it is easy 
to see tho immense possibilities of tho 
trade for both Lancashire and America. 
‘Tho present means of supply will be f 
from adequate to supply the increased de- 
mand.” 

Respecting the schedule of goods likely 
to come within the scope of the new tariff, 
the General remarked that upwards of 
eighty per cent of the goods imported 
could be covered by specific duties, the 
remainder would most likely have to pay 
an effective five per cent ad valorem 
duty. 











BUSINESS IN CHINA. 





Emil S. Fischer who was for many years 
connected with the Deutsch-Asiatische 
Bank of Shanghai, addressed the students 
of the school of Commerce, Accounts and 
Financo of New York University last night 





on “The Commercial, and Business 
Methods of China.” .. 
In introducing the speaker Dean 


Haskins referred to the Chinese problem 
‘as one of extreme gravity and complexity. 
“We are scarcely able,” he said, to com- 
prehend the Oriental or Orientalism; and 
the situation is not yet appreciated either 
in the United States or in Great Britain. 
The dragon, which many suppose to be 
dead, is full of vitality and resource.’ 

Mr. Fischer's address was of about an 
hour's duration. The Portuguese, he said, 
were the first Europeans to engage in 
business in China, some of them settling 
in southert «bina in 1557. They were 
soon followed by the Dutch and British, 
who established branches of the East India 
Company in Canton in 1750. American 
merchants first appeared in China in 1784, 
and since that date, especially during the 
last decade, American commerce in China 
has steadily increased. China's foreign 
trade virtually dates back only to the 
treaties of 1842, and America’s share in it 
is now only second to that of Great 
Britain. At present there are about thirty 

re trading centres in China, distributed 
over tho empire, where foreigners by 
treaties have the privilege of residing and 
doing business. Mr. Fischer said, however, 
that so far as the inland trade is concerned 
the privileges conferred on foreigners are 
mostly enjoyed by the natives exclusively. 

Foreign importers confine their business 
mainly to the British free port of Hong- 
kong, from which South China is supplied, 
and to Shanghai, which is the distributing 
centre for the north. Foreigners cannot. 














compete in the interior with native deal- 
ers, whose smaller needs and expenses and 





cheaper mode of living render competition 
by tho foreign merchant impossible. Ac- 
cording to the agreement just concluded 
with the powers, a strict ad valorem duty 
of five per cent will be collected on goods 
imported into China for the future. Ac- 
cording to information obtained from Com- 
missioner Rockhill, who recently returned 
from China, Mr. Fischer said that the in- 
land toll collections, generally known as 
“likin,” were not considered in the recent 
negotiations. The difficulties attending the 
transhipment of foreign merchandise have, 
therefore, not been removed, but the ad- 
vantage which the Chineso have had over 
foreigners by the use of cheap junk trans- 
portation is overcome, because the whole 
junk trado passing through a treaty port 
is to be controlled in the future by the 
Imperial Maritime Custom’. 

Speaking of the general business meth- 
ods between natives and foreign commis- 
sion houses established in the East, he pro- 
duced several trade-marks, known as 
“chops,” and so-called “indent” orders, 
provided for the occasion by the Flint, 
Eddy and American Trading Company. 
Mr. Fischer predicts a rapid oxpansion of 
‘American trade in China as a result of tho 
laying of the Pacific cable and tne con- 
struction of an Isthmian Canal. China, he 
said, will build several thousand miles of 
railroad in the near iuture, and these will 
result in a great development of Oriental 
commerce. If American banking institu- 
tions could establish branches in the East, 
our trade with China would receive a groat 
stimulus.— New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser,” 14th November.

H.B.M.’s SUPREME 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 28th Decomber. 
Before H. 8. Witkrxsox, Esq. 
Chief Justice. 

J. P. Busser & Co. vr, M. 8. Hinna, 

Mr. Loftus Jones said that this was a 
judgment summons and he appeared for 
the judgment creditors. 

Doses Solomon Hibba stated that he 
was a British subject and al judgment 
debtor in the case. He had’ not yet 
satisfied the judgment or any part of it, 
because he bad no money. When ho 
bought the shares he had not the whole of 
the money. He did not buy the shares for 
himself but for another party. Tho con- 
tract was, however, made in his name, Ho 
bought the shares for a Chinaman named 
Li Cheng-kee, who was supposed to be a 
merchant and bad his office at L297, Foo- 
chow Road. He bad never been to tho 
house in question but had gone there after 
tho Chinaman had run away, when ho was 
told that the man had never lived there. 
Tho house was occupied by other Chinese. 
He only eng. “2d for the man and the 
inmates said that they knew nothing about 
him. Ho first made enquiries about the 
Chinaman in the middle of September. 
The Chinaman gave him the order for tho 
shares at the Hongkong Bank on the 19th 
June. The Chinaman asked him to buy 
Raub shares forward July, and to try to 
get them as cheaply as possible. He had 
met the man previously outside the gate 
of the Hongkong Bank with other Chinese. 
They used to be on the top of the steps. 
The Chinaman in question was there on 
his own hook, and was supposed to be a 
merchant. He thought he went there to 
buy shares. He did not give him any 
contract and retained Bisset’s contract 
all the time. The Chinaman did not ask 
him for any contract. He told him about 
it the very same day that he confirmed 
tho purchase of the chares. Ho kept 
Bisset's letter on Sle but made no other 
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He referred to Bisset’s 
letter offering the shares. He received 
tho letter first and the contract the next 
day. The Chinaman ordered him to get 


note than that. 


150 shares or more. On the Slst July 
when the 150 shares were handed him by 
tho plaintiffs he gave them an order for 
‘Tis. 1,500 odd on his own compradore. 
‘When he gave that order he had about Tis. 
100 in the hands of the compradore, but 
he expected to receive the money from the 
Chinaman who ordered the shares. He 
Kept an account with the compradore which 
was rendered monthly, and after checking 
jt had used to destroy the compradore or- 
ders, retaining only the bills. He did not do 
all his share transactions through the com- 
pradore. At the end of July ho was owing 
the compradore about Tls. 300. He was 
owing this money when he drew the com- 
pradore order in plaintiffs’ favour. When 
-the plaintiffs brought him back the order 
unpaid he asked them for an extension of 
time till the 15th August, because he had 
not received the money from the Chinese 
purchaser of the shares.. He made no 
Inention, however, of any Chinaman to the 
plaintiffs when they called with the unpaid 
order. He did not say in asking them for 
an extension of time that the Chinaman 
had not paid him. He did not ask them 
to extend it for a dav or two because he 
had unexpectedly run out of cash. He 
simply said he had not got the money yet 
‘and asked them to extend it for 15 days. 
‘He did not lead them to believe that it 
was quite an accident that he had not the 
money to pay the order. He only said 
that he had not sufficient money to pay. 
He was all along expecting the money 
from the Chinaman. He had no other ex- 
pectation except from this Chinaman. He 
handed the shares to the man. He got no 
receipt for them. The Chinaman did not 
poy him for the shares. He handed over the 
shares on the same day he got them and 
the Chinaman told him that be would send 
tho money the next day. He had seen the 
Chinaman many times since he went into 
‘business in June. He had no other Raub 
shares in his hands on the 31st July. He 
did not sell Raub shares to anybody else 
except to this Chinaman. He saw him 
the next day at the Bank, when he was 
asked to extend the time. He replied 
that be would try to arrange with the 
Jaintiffs. He left the shares with the man 
Because hie thought he could trust him as 
he appeared to be a respectable man. He 
did not ask him for anv guarantee. He 
had been in Shanghai for eight years and 
was formerly with David Sasson and Sons. 
He left them to better his prospects. He 
had no capital when he started in business. 
Ho had only hired a pony and trap but 
hought some office furniture which was 
now in the keeping of T. Bowern in Sewai 
Road as he had not an office now. Since 
he started he only made enough money to 
Keop him going. He was doing only 
brokerage business. When the order was 
presented on the 15th August he had to 
ask for a further extension till the end of 
the month because he had not got the 
money from the Chinese. He gave no 
other reasons beyond that he had not 
enough funds. He did not think it was 
necessary to tell them anything about the 
Chinaman as he was seeing him all the 
time. On the 15th August, the Chinaman 
asked him for a further extension and 
offered to pay interest at the rate of 7 
per cent. He did not ask the man for any 
security or to return the shares. He did 
not tell the plaintiff what he bad done 
with the shares. He still owed his com- 
pradore money and had no other expecta- 
tion unless the Chinaman paid him. On 
the Slst August he met the Chinaman at 
the Bank and was told to wait a day or 
two. After two days he went again to the 
Bank and saw the Chinaman there when 
he accused the man of putting him off from 
time to time. He paid no interest on the 
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Bist August but said he would pay all at 
‘once. On the 15th September he saw the 
Chinaman again and was told that 
he would be paid on the 22nd, so 
he gave plaintifis a cheque on the 
Yokohama Specie Bank, payable on the 
28rd. He had at the Bank at the 
time about $80. When he gave the 
cheque he was well aware that he did not 
have that money at the bank, but he was 
‘expecting the money on the 22nd. On the 
25th Mr. Buchanan went to the Bank and 
pote the cheque, when it was dis- 
jonored. Mr. Buchanan then came to his 
office and asked for an explanation. He said 
that he did not have sufficient funds to his 
credit on that day. He went afterwards 
with Mr. Buchanan to the Bank, when the 
Bank people said that the cheque could not 
be paid for want of funds. On the way 
to the Bank he told Mr. Buchanan that 
his compradore would send some money to 
the Bank. His compradore had promised 
him at first to find some money, but when 
the cheque was dishonoured the compradore 
said he had not succeeded in borrowing 
any money. He then told plaintiffs that 
he would pay in a week or two, be- 
cause he wanted to try to raise some 
money. His compradore, who was named 
Fong Seng-kee, promised to advance him 
funds. At the end of September he asked 
the compradore to resign because there was 
no Insiness doing and because the com- 
pradore had failed to advance money for the 
usiness asagreed. He went to the China- 
man who bought the shares on the 22nd 
September and he promised to bring the 
money to the bank on the 23rd, on which 
day he (Hibba) went to the bank but did not 
meet the man there. He looked for him 
everywhere but could not find him. He then 
went to the man’s address, but could not 
find him and had not seen him since. He 
had taken no steps to recover the money 
because he could not find the mau. Ho 
did not know any of his friends. The 
mn only told him that he had a hong 
in Foochow Road. He had never dis- 
closed these facts to the plaintiffs. This 
was the first time he had spoken about it, 
but he had spoken about it to his own 
friends. He spoke to one Allen who was 
living with him, and also to 0. A. Madar. 
He did not tell Mr. Ellis about it, though 
Mr. Ellis appeared for him in this case. 
He told Allen a month ago, and Madar a 
week ago. He had no employment now. 
He had applied to some friends in Hong- 
kong for assistance, but had not got a reply 
‘et. He had no partners in his business. 
fe owned no land or shares, and had no 
property except some furniture, which was 
only partly paid for. He had no jewellery. 
He was sup) to pay the rent of his 
house. He had no security on which he 
could borrow. He was living entirely 
upon credit at the present time. He could 
produce his account books on Monday. 
His Lordship said that if the debtor was 
locked up he would be unable to produce 
his books on Monday. it was now closing 
time and it would perhaps be difficult for 
him to obtain security. He would adjourn 
the case till Monday, when the debtor 
would have to bring all his books and 
papers that he had used since the beginning 
of his Iusiness and be prepared to explain 
everything. 
‘The Court then rose.

Nelson was made to say: ‘There might 
have been some doubts on the point, but I 
am now instructed to say that there is no 
question thar this house was formerly used 
asa brothel.” Mr. Nelson came to him 
and said that he had not made that remark 
and he (his Honour) did not recollect 
having heard such a remark from Mr. 
Nelson. He thought that the reporter of 
the “Daily News” if he professed to report 
any remarks direct, made by the Court or 
Counsel, in the first person, ought to be 
very careful to bo accurate.

PIECS GOODS. —Although the Christmas holidays have interv «1 since our last report was written a very interesting movement 
hhas taken plice in our market, but it las only atfe-ted Imporrers iusomuch as it has shown them that the dealers who were committ 
to them have been able to freely resell to the merchants the cargo they had bonght. ‘The lowness of exchange has greatly stimulated the 
export trade, and the auticipation that similar conditions may continue to prevail seems to have greatly enhanced the prospects for 
imports in the native mind, which is sufficiently well able to grasp the situation ancl sce that if goods are to be wanted no advantage will 
be gained by waiting. And, besides, things politically are shapmy themselves in the right Thanks to the appointment of a 
Vieeroy. to the Capital Province with advauced and enlightened ideas law and order are beginning to he respected. He has prevailed 
on the Imperial Court to hasten their return to Pe ‘and in a few days now the Railway will be reachad, the comfort and 
expedition of which means of travel cannot fail to impress themselves on the Imperial mind after what they have gone through, 
however conservative they may be. All this is fully realised by the trading classes, and the bright awakening of the Calestial Empire 
js seen close at hand—the advent of 1902 promises to be memorable to all interestad ip this part of the world. 

‘The business done has to a yreat extent been for forward delivery, the heavier weights of Grey Sunrises, and also bleached, 
attracting most attention as regards Pieve goods, while Yarns are also meting with considerable favour both from the Trestst¥ and 
the River Port dealers.
